As a reward for outstanding effort and leadership in their local clubs, 120 boys and girls 
representing the 4-H clubs of Manitoba spent a very educational and entertaining week in 
Winnipeg as guests of the Company. 

For 
among these youngsters are the leaders of tomorrow. It is with this in mind that their 
week in Winnipeg is planned to be as interesting and as entertaining as possible.

The November dinner meeting of the Assist¬ 
ants’ Association was held in the Grill Room, 

Monday, November 30, at 5:30 p.m. 

Mr. W. J. McKeag, guest speaker, spoke on 
“Responsibilities of a Buyer” and “Planning 
a Buying Trip.” He pointed out that the buyer 
needed to have a thorough knowledge of all 
parts of the Store’s operation. He demon¬ 
strated how this was acquired through the 
years by working first as section head, then 
as signature, assistant, and head of depart¬ 
ment. 

He showed how stock control, careful timing 
and planning of promotions were essential to 
success in department operation. A depart¬ 
ment with a carefully selected minimum stock 
is in the best position to take advantage of 
specials offered by the manufacturer. 

Mr. McKeag pointed out that the Sales and 
Expense Office and other departments in the 
Store could help in department planning. He said that the buyer should always be alert 
to competition, and that by planning special sales he helped to increase volume and to 
stimulate customer interest. At the same time he stressed that the proper merchandise, 
shown at the proper times at reasonable regular prices, was responsible for most of our 
business. He stressed, in closing, that customer good will was one of our most valuable 
assets. 

Following Mr. McKeag’s address the meeting ended with a film on championship golf.
